Mr,. Alexander Kurrik, nn old: 
resident of the Colony, diced yes- 
terday m.tning at the Kowloon 
Hospjtal after an iliness of more 
than thrre months, Ho was 03 
years of age. 

The lute Mr. Kurrik had been 
on the staff of the Government 
Laboratory since 1933, ‘He held the 
rank of Assistant Government 
Chemist.  A_ native of Estonia, 
he tcok his degree in Chemical 
Selence at the University of 
Dorpat in Estonia, i 

‘He was for some years before 
the First World War a lecturer: 
in Chemistry. He held a com- 
mission jn ‘the Imperial Russian 
Army“in the 1014-18 war and re-’ 
mained in military service with 
the Imperlal Army in the revolu. 
tlonary war that followed. 

Making his way into Chins 
with the collapse of the antl 
revoluilonary front, he held -vari- 
otls positions in Manchuria and 
North China, He was appcinted, 
Adviser in Industrial Chemistry 
to the, Kwangsi Provinelnl Gov- 
ernment, 
The lite Mr, Kurrik was one 

the older members of the 
Kowloon Cricket Club, A_keen 
chess player, he was als) o mem- 
ber for muny years of the Kow- 
leon Chess Club and had been, 
Honorary Secretary of the Club’ 
glneg 1935.
